For a long while I have desired 
to write on this subject and now 
prompted by what I feel to be the 
will of God and insistance of some 
of my fellow ministers and in- 
quiries as to whether or not the 
Spirit of Christ is the same as the 
Spirit of God or the Holy Ghost, 
We will attempt to proceed. 

Text: “Now if any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ he is none of 
his.” 


I have examined a number of re- 
putable commentaries which en- 
tirely pass over or omit any direct 
reference to this subject. Others 
do make reference to it and insist 
that it is the same as the Spirit of 
God or the Holy Spirit. The Bible 
Illustrator states that the Spirit of 
Christ is the Holy Spirit, first, in 
that it was bestowed upon and re- 
ceived by Christ in a special man- 
ner, John 3:34; Luke 4:1; John 
1:14; Col. 1:19. Second, He is call- 
ed the Spirit of Christ, not only as 
bestowed upon Him, but as be- 
stowed by Him.” It is true that the 
Holy Spirit was bestowed upon 
Christ, Matt. 3:16, 17, and _ it is 
equally true that He promised the 
Holy Spirit to His disciples, John 
14:16. And as the evidence, the 
following verses with John 4:5 
show He is particularly associated 
with and is a revealer of the things 
of both Father and Son. He is like- 


wise referred to as the Spirit of 


Truth, John 16:13, which jointly 
connects Him with both Father 
and Son, in that God is the God of 
truth, Deut. 32:4, the Holy Ghost 
is a revealer of the truth as it is in 
Christ Jesus. Eph. 4:21. 

The Holy Spirit was promised 
in John 15:26 as if bestowed or at 
the disposal of Christ Himself 
though proceeding from the Fath- 
er. The exact reading is: “But 
when the Comforter is come whom 
I will send unto you from _ the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth 
which proceedeth from the Fath- 
er, he shall testify of me.” The A. 
V. and R. V. also translate with 
the understanding that the Spirit 
of Christ is the Holy Spirit. The 
natural trend of the Scriptures al- 
so seems to point to this as the 
truth in that He was born of the 
Spirit, Luke 1:35, and was anoint- 
ed with the Spirit, Isa. 11:2; Chap. 
61:1. See also Matt. 3:16, 17 where 
these scriptures were actually in 
fulfillment. 

Matthew Henry has the follow- 
ing to say concerning the Spirit of 
Christ: Having the Spirit of 
Christ is the same as having the 
Spirit of God to dwell in us, but 
these two come much to one; for 
all that are actuated by the Spirit 
of God as their rule, are conform- 
able to the Spirit of Christ as their 
pattern. None are His but those 
who have His Spirit; i. e., spirited 
as He was spirited—one meek, and 


lowly, and humble, and peaceable, 
and patient, and charitable, as He 
was, These characteristics are par- 
ticularly wrought by the Holy 
Spirit as mentioned in Isa. 11:2.” 

Dr. A. B. Simpson has the fol- 
lowing to say concerning the Holy 
Spirit being the Spirit of Christ: 

“When our Master was about to 
leave the world, it is significantly 
stated that He breathed upon 
them, and said: ‘Receive ye the 
Holy Ghost.’ The Holy Spirit came 
upon them through the breath of 
Christ. This significant action em- 
phasized the fact that the Spirit 
was imparted to them from His 
own person and as His own very 
life. It is true that the act of 
breathing on them did not bring 
immediately the residence of the 
Holy Ghost into their hearts, for 
this could not be until after the 
day of Pentecost. But it was meant 
to connect it with Himself, so that 
when the Holy Ghost did descend 
and dwell in them they would re- 
ceive Him as the Spirit of Jesus, 
and as communicated to them by 
the breath and the very kiss for 
their departing Master. 

“As we have already seen, the 
Holy Ghost comes to us as_ the 
Spirit of Christ and even as His 
very heart, the One who wrought 
in Him His mighty works and re- 
peats them in us.” 


Such seems to be the general 
theological deductions of most 
commentators. And with such 


views John 5:21 and _ following 
verses are quite in accord. “For as 
the Father raiseth up the dead and 
quickeneth them, even so the Son

STALIN, THE BANK ROBBER 


As reported by Evangelist Georg 
Dewey Blomgren, Chicago, IIl., 
writing in the Defender that Stalin 
was an early ringleader of the bank 
robberies that helped to wreck the 
old Russian empire. His story reads 
as follows: 


“While Stalin, one of the early 
ringleaders, worked in the open as 
a creator of hate, as an out-and- 
out murderer and bandit during the 
years that preceded the revolution, 
others were more secretive. By o1- 
ganizing under the surface, the 
conspirators created a_ virtua) 
spider-web that reached through- 
out the Russian empire. At first 
thev bored deep, completely out of 
sight, using indirect methods such 
as insinuating revolutionary teach- 
ings into the hands of Russian stu- 
dents through their class-room 
studies, secret printing presses hid- 
den in cellars which poured forth 
a constant stream of subversive 
literature, etc.; but by degrees the 
revolutionists became more and 
more daring until they finally 
reached the surface. All of the con- 
spirators took the writings of Marx 
and Engels as their bible. 


“With a firm grip, Stalin went 
on and on, climbing toward the top 
upon the wreckage which his 
crimes produced. He together with 
two trustworthy friends, Ivanor 
and Lashkorishvili, rode down one 
day on a little town inhabited by 
Cossacks and Armenians. There 
they agreed on robbing the town 
bank. They went at it just as 
methodically as did Dillinger when 
he planned his raids. Toward eve- 
ning of the particular day on which 
they had agreed, they tested their 
revolvers and went to the bank. 
Stalin walked deliberately to the 
cashier and said, darkly, ‘We have 
come to clear the till!’ 


“Utterly bewildered, the cashier 
looked up at this extraordinary 
customer and saw two. revolvers 
pointed at his nose. Meanwhile 
Ivanor, quick as lightning, had 
closed the door behind them and 
put in the door a notice saying that 
the bank would be closed for haif 
an hour. Then, Lashkorishvili kept 
the men covered, Stalin made a 
dive for the till, and _ stuffed the 
bank notes into his pockets. Cool 
headed as Dillinger, he remarked, 
‘Now the bank can be opened 
again, but don’t you dare to lift a 
finger for half an hour.’ Thus the 
three famous bandits left the bank 
unmolested and disappeared in dif- 
ferent directions.” 

We wonder if the rising tide of 
bank robberies in America since 
the World War did not find their 
origin in the rise of communism. 
If Stalin and his associates used 
this means to obtain finance to 
help overthrow the Russian gov- 
ernment, and reducing it to ruin, it 
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is evidently possible that the same 
practice is being used in America. 
We do not say that all such rob- 
beries are, but all crime has first 
a starting point before it multiplies. 


The same writer reports. that 
Stalin is now a wealthy capitalist, 
that he resides in a little country 
village of Gorkie near Moscow and 
that he owns six Rolls-Royce cars, 
all six of them exactly alike which 
he uses as a means of disguise, in 
which three men are loaded, dress- 
ed exactly alike, and leaving his 
residence at the same time so that 
those desiring to attack Stalin 
would not know which car he was 
riding in. 

What a miserable life, a criminal 
fleeing from fear created by his 
own ungodly deeds and now react- 
ing on his own conscience. Well 
has it been written, Be sure your 
sins will find you out. Well has it 
been said of them, The way of 
peace they have not known. Such 
fear is justified in that in Russia 
there has been outrageously killed 
more than seven thousand minis- 
ters and thirty bishops.

UNMERCIFUL ATTACKS 

We give below a paragraph from 
the writings of Oswald J. Smith, 
Toronto, Canada: 

“ ‘We rushed into the homes, not 
yet touched by the fire, and massa- 
cred all the inmates. In one house 
we found a family of six: husband, 
wife and four children crouching 
in the kitchen. We dragged them 
into the main room of the house, 
and—well,’ he paused, then went 
on: ‘when we were thru they were 
all a mutilated, quivering, bloody 
mass in the center of the room, but 
it seems that one of the children (a 
ten year old girl) had hidden.When 
we left she crept out of her hiding 
place to look for her mother, but 
when she saw the terrible sight in 
the living room, she gave one wild 
piercing shriek. We heard it, and I 
ran back to kill her. When I open- 
ed the door, I saw the child in that 
room of death, stretched out on 
that bloody heap embracing it. Her 
head was thrown back, and her 
wild fixed gaze attested to the fact 
that she had lost her reason. I 
raised the sword, but lost my 
nerve and rushed out of the house. 
I sent my friend in, but he could 
not kill her, so we set fire to the 
house and burned her alive.’ ” 

Certainly such outrage is the 
working of the mystery of iniquity 
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or lawlessness. Promises of com- 
munism to divide the rich man’s 
wealth with the poor is the bait 
used to deceive and enslave a civi- 
lized world that is now restless be- 
cause of unemployment and hun- 
ger. Remember that the inspired 
apostle wrote, The world will wax 
worse and worse, deceiving and be- 
ing deceived, watch and pray. Keep 
your eyes open and your ear to the 
ground. Jesus is humanity’s only 
hope.

JEWISH MISSIONS 

Dr. Thomas M. Chalmers, editor 
of the Jewish Missionary Maga- 
zine, says that in Hungary during 
the past fifteen years tens of thou- 
sands of Jews have joined the 
Christian church and that in Buda- 
pest alone the Reformed Church 
has received into its membership 
over three thousand Jewish con- 
verts. In Vienna similar results 
were recorded, in Poland the mis- 
sionaries no longer seek the Jews, 
they seek the missionaries. He 
further states that a membership 
has been formed there consisting 
of fifteen thousand Jewish Chris- 
tians who accepted the deity of Je- 
sus Christ. And that in Russia 
through their own missionary 
Meyershon five hundred Jews were 
baptized into the Christian Church 
and that Hebrew Christians, de- 
spite persecution, meet regularly 
for Christian worship. 

Concerning Jewish Christians in 
Germany, he writes the lowest esti- 
mate is sixty thousand and the 
highest three million and that it is 
safe to say that there are 1,200,000 
Jewish converts in Germany and 
that at least 225,000 members of 
the Christian Church in Austria 
are of Jewish origin. Other writers 
say that in many places there are 


actually more Jews accepting 
Christ than are Gentiles.

SOVIET DECEIT 

“Dr. Ammenda of Vienna 
clared, as reported by 
York Times, that the tragic fea- 
ture of the 1933 famines was the 
fact that while ‘millions of human 
beings were dying of hunger in the 
Ukraine’ and other sections of 
Russia, ‘more than _ 1,700,000 
bushels of grain were exported by 
the Soviets to acquire foreign 
money. It is still being denied that 
there was a famine in the districts 
concerned.’ Predictions of unim- 
aginable distress in Russian famine 
centers in the fall and winter of 
this year are now made by the doc- 
tor who represents the Vienna 
Committee of Relief. This Com- 
mittee is convinced that as many 
as 10,000,000 persons will starve to 
death in Russia unless help is 
forthcoming from the rest of the 
world. Driven to despair by the 
cumulative blunders the Commun- 
ists have committed in misruling 
Russia, it is quite possible that the 
whole country will turn to war us 
the only way out, very soon and 
very suddenly.”—L. R. E.

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“Ghe Mysteries of God; “Ghe 
Kin gdom

“It is given unto you to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom.” Matt. 
13:11. 

A kingdom is the domain over 
which a king exercises his king- 
ship and authority. 

In a general sense, God’s king- 
dom includes the entire sphere of 
His dominion—‘“I am a great king, 
saith the Lord.” 

All things living, and all things 
without life; the whole realm of 
nature in heaven above and earth 
beneath: sun, moon and _ stars; 
fire, winds and waves; angels, men 
and beasts; the earth and all that 
earth brings forth—all that God 
created and all over which He pre- 
sides, in a general sense is the 
kingdom of God. 

Except in the order of moral be- 
ings there is no alternative among 
created things than to move in 
harmony with the divinely appoint- 
ed order. “Mountains and all hills; 
fruitful trees, and all cedars; beasts 
and all cattle; creeping things and 
flying fowl: fire and hail; snow and 
vapor; stormy wind fulfilling his 
word.” Psa. 148:8-10. 

Only angels and men, made with 
the free agency of an uncompelled 
will, hold within themselves power 
to reject or to obey the counsels of 
Jehovah’s will—to gladden or to 
grieve the Lord at His heart. 

The music of revolving spheres; 
the bondage of the oceans; the 
breaking forth of life from the 
seed; the succession of the sea- 
sons, seed time and harvest, sum- 
mer and winter; sound sweetly in 
the ears of Him who “upholdeth 
all things by the word of His pow- 
er,” and “by (whom) all things 
consist.” Then turning to examine 
the moral creation, alas, “God saw 
that the wickedness of man was 
great in the earth, and that every 
imagination of the thought of his 
heart was only evil continually, 
and it repented the Lord that He 
had made man on the earth, and 
it grieved Him at His heart.” Gen. 
6:5, 6. 

Man had become rebellious and 
defiant; willingly choosing a path 
outside of the present boundaries 


of God’s moral government as his 
orbit of life. Hear the sentence, “To 
whom ye yield yourselves servants 
to obey, His servants ye are to 
whom ye obey, whether of sin unto 
death or of obedience unto right- 
eousness.” Rom. 6:16. 

The kingdom ‘mysteries’ all cen- 
ter upon man in his relationship 
to the moral government of God; 
his departure from it, and his re- 
turn to it. As the departure was 
voluntary the return must also be 
voluntary—the free choice of an 
uncompelled will. 

Rom. 3:9-10 records the magni- 
tude of the human failure to ren- 
der to God a voluntary obedience. 
“They are all under sin, there is 
none righteous, no not one.” 

The re-establishment of the 
kingship of God over the moral 
order of creation is revealed as 
passing through several stages of 
development. 

First, what might be called the 
selective period. Certain individuals 
as Abel, Seth, Enoch, Noah and 
Abraham commended themselves 
to God, willingly hearkening to the 
voice of the Lord as He prompted 
their hearts to worship and to obey 
His will. The Bible record indicates 
that very few, among men, willing- 
ly forsook their sins to re-enter the 
Kingdom of God. In the days of 
Noah amid all mankind none but 
himself and his household had it in 
their hearts to be subject to the 
King. 

The Lord took such delight in 
Abraham through the simplicity of 
his faith and obedient heart that 
his “faith was accounted unto him 
for righteousness,” and the Lord 
saw fit to make certain covenants 
with him and his descendants. 
Thus the entire house of Abraham, 
which became the nation of Israel, 
was brought into the kingdom—a 
chosen nation. “The Lord did not 
set His love upon you, nor choose 
you, because ye were more in 
number than any people: for ye 
were the fewest of all people: but 
because the Lord loved you (for 
Abraham’s sake) and because he 
would keep the oath which he had 
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sworn unto your fathers.” Deut. 
Sete, 

But the nation became brutish 
and without understanding. “The 
ox knoweth his owner and the ass 
his master’s crib; but Israel doth 
not know, my people doth not con- 
sider. Hear, O, heavens and give 
ear O earth: for the Lord hath spo- 
ken, I have nourished and brought 
up children, and they have rebelled 
against me. Oh, sinful nation, a 
people laden with iniquity,” Isaiah 
1:3, 2, 4. 

After showing the chosen peo- 
ple His mercy, His power and His 
wrath all to no avail through fam- 
ine and pestilence, the bondage of 
Egypt, the return to Canaan, es- 
tablishment of the kingdom and 
the warnings of the Prophets, God 
allowed a final chastisement to fall 
upon the nation—the dispersion 
among the heathen. Jesus declared 
that John’s preaching was a final 
warning to Israel, “John came unto 
you in the way of righteousness, 
and ye believed him not,” Matt. 21: 
33. “Therefore say I unto you, the 
kingdom of God shall be taken 
from you, and given toa _ nation 
bringing forth the fruits thereof.” 
Matt. 21:48. 


The second period of develop- 
ment, the period of expansion or 
the Gospel age, began when, “Je- 
sus came into Galilee, preaching 
the kingdom of God and saying, 
The time is fulfilled, and the king- 
dom of God is at hand: repent ye 
and believe the gospel.” Mark 1: 
14, 15. “The law and the prophets 
were until John: since that the 
kingdom of God is preached and 
every man (whosoever will) press- 
eth into it.” Luke 16:16. 


The national idea of God’s king- 
dom had taken such hold upon the 
chosen nation that they had come 
to ignore the necessity of individ- 
ual righteousness. Jesus corrected 
their error with stern rebuke. 
“They * * * said unto him, Abra- 
ham is our father. Jesus saith un- 
to them, If ye were Abraham’s chil- 
dren, ye would do the works of 
Abraham. Then said they, We have 
one Father, even God. Jesus said 
unto them * * * Ye are of your fa- 
ther the devil, and the lusts (de- 
sires) of your father will ye do.” 
John 8:39; 44. The kingdom can 
only include those who serve the 
king. They that be of the same 
mind with Abraham, not necessar- 
ily the same flesh; “they which are

of faith, the same are the children 
of Abraham.” Gal. 3:7. 

In the preaching of the kingdom 
gospel the stress is placed not up- 
on the national aspect and out- 
ward development of the kingdom 
but the inner development. Not the 
individual in the kingdom but the 
kingdom in the individual. The 
heart that was revolted and turn- 
ed away in self-will must be chang- 
ed and turned back again to do the 
will of God. The scribe that said 
to Jesus, “There is one God, and 
there is none other but He: and to 
love Him with all the heart, and 
with all the understanding, and 
with all the soul, and with all the 
strength, and to love his neighbor 
as himself, is more than all whole 
burnt offerings and sacrifices * * ,” 
received the answer, “Thou art not 
far from the kingdom of God.” 
Mark 12:32-34. 

When Jesus conversed with the 
woman at Samaria’s well she ask- 
ed Him whether Samaria or Jeru- 
salem was the place where men 
ought to come to worship. Jesus 
replied, “The hour cometh, and 
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now is, (it had not been in the 
backslidden nation) when the true 
worshipers shall worship the Fa- 
ther in spirit and in truth: for the 
Father seeketh such to worship 
him.” 

Then, “when He was demanded 
of the Pharisees, when the king- 
dom of God should come, He an- 
swered them and said, The king- 
dom of God cometh not with ob- 
servation (with outward show); 
neither shall they say lo here! or lo 
there! for behold, the kingdom of 
God is within you. (in your 
midst) .” 

Only an inner change, the turn- 
ing of the heart to God, can trans- 
late sinful men into the kingdom 
of God, and prepare them for the 
coming kingdom of heaven. This 
teaching is summarized in John 
3:3, “Except a man be born again 
he cannot see the kingdom of 
God.” Says Jesus, “Not every one 
that saith unto me Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven but he that doeth the will 
of my Father which 1s !n fieaven,” 
Matt. 7:21. 





Love “Your Gnemies

“But I say unto you, Love your 
enemies, bless them that curse you, 
do good to them that hate you, 
and pray for them which despite- 
fully use you, and persecute you,” 
Matt. 5:44, 


My text is from Christ’s wonder- 
ful sermon on the mount. The lis- 
tening multitude heard their 
Teacher speak as never man 
spake. In sentence after sentence 
He states great fundamental 
truths. Here He gives a command 
that the world had never heard be- 
fore. They had heard it said, “An 
eye for an eye, and a tooth for a 
tooth;” “Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor, and hate thine enemy,” but 
never had they before received a 
command to love their enemies. 
Many of Jesus’ hearers had read 
in the old Mosaic doctrine, as we 
find in Ex. 21:23, “And if any mis- 
chief follow, then thou shalt give 
life for life.” Christ does not con- 
tradict the Mosaic law but gives 
to the world a higher law. 

St. John 3:19, “And this is the 
condemnation, that light is come 
into the world, and men loved 


darkness rather than light, because 
their deeds were evil.” The very 
evidence of this passing out of a 
sinful nature into a divine nature 
is love. 1 John 3:14, “We know that 
we have passed from death unto 
life, because we love the brethren. 
He that loveth not his brother 
abideth in death.” 1 John 4:7, ‘‘Be- 
loved, let us love one another: for 
love is of God; and every one that 
loveth is born of God, and knoweth 
God.” V. 8, “He that loveth not 
knoweth not God; for God is love.” 


If I should write my whole re- 
ligion in one word, I would write 
“love.” It was love that moved God 
to give His Son to die for us. St. 
John 3:16. It was love that moved 
Christ to surrender the glories of 
heaven and suffer the agony of 
Calvary, thus we see _ that love 
originated the plan of salvation. 
Love wrought it out on Calvary. 
Love is the evidence of it and love 
is the practice of it. If a man love 
God with all his soul and with all 
his strength and with all his mind, 
he will then love humanity. Praise 
God! We find in 1 John 4:20, 21, 
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“If a man say, I love God, and hat- 
eth his brother, he is a liar: for he 
that loveth not his brother whom 
he hath seen, how can he love God 
whom he hath not seen? And this 
commandment have we from him, 
That he who loveth God loveth his 
brother also.” The heart that wor- 
ships God must be at peace with 
God and mankind. We cannot pray 
with hatred and malice in our 
hearts and get results. Psa. 66:18, 
“If I regard iniquity in my heart, 
the Lord will not hear me.” 


Love is the great uniting element 
which brings man in harmony with 
God and mankind. There was a 
time in the happy days of Eden 
when man loved God and there 
was music everywhere, but Satan 
touched the harp string of the hu- 
man soul and threw it out of har- 
mony with the world and with 
God,and sin’s discord was sounded. 
Man was separated from His God. 
The blood of Abel cried out from 
the earth and the discords of sin 
have filled the earth in all ages, 
but thank God, Jesus Christ came 
on the earth, went upon Calvary 
and struck the keynote. “As I have 
loved you, so love ye one another.” 
We have several statements in the 
Bible such as this. “Love one an- 
other;” “Love thy neighbor as thy- 
self;” ‘Love your enemies.” Oh 
how we need to love one another 
more. Our love should be as Jesus 
taught us. If there were more love 
in the churches today, we would 
see God blessing more. It is the 
love that distinguishes the sinner 
from the Christian, the man of God 
from the man of the world.

quickeneth whom He will; for as 
the Father hath life in himself so 
hath he given to the Son to have 
life in himself. And this is the 
Father’s will which hath sent me, 
that of all which he hath given me 
I should lose nothing, but I should 
raise it up again at the last day, 
and this is the will of him that 
sent me, that every one which 
seeth the Son and believeth on him 
may have everlasting life, and I 
will raise him up again at the last 
day,” John 6:39, 40. These verses 
refer to the incarnation as men- 
tioned in John 1:1-14 and are in 
symmetrical agreement with Rom. 
8:11 wherein it is stated, “that if 
the Spirit of him that raised up 
Jesus from the dead dwell in you, 
he that raised up Christ from the 
dead shall also quicken your mor- 
tal bodies by his Spirit which 
dwelleth in you.” 

The life of the Son in these fore- 
going scriptures is seen to be 
identical with and derived from the 
life of the Father, and is in accord 
and complete fulfillment with the 
divine anointing mentioned in pre- 
vious scriptures, which alone make 
and have declared Him to je the 
Christ or the Anointed. The Holy 
Spirit is in Acts 10:38; John 3:5; 
Luke 1:35, shown to be the Spirit 
of life. This life originated first in 
God and was incarnated in Christ 
and manifested unto the world and 
imparted unto His followers which 
will reach its perfection in resur- 
rection. Therefore the Spirit of 
Christ by the law of incarnation 
must be the Spirit of God. 

When Jesus breathed upon His 
disciples as mentioned in John 20: 
22, which shows the manner of re- 
ception of the Holy Spirit, that He 
comes by an outbreathing from 
God, it is indicative of the fact 
that the same _ outbreathed Spirit 
of the Father was that which in- 
dwelt the Son. The only possible 
exception that could be taken to 
the above stated view is that the 
reference in our text might possi- 
bly refer to the personal or indi- 
vidual Spirit of Jesus. However, 
such an idea is immediately set 
aside by the fact that it is not the 
personal or individual Spirit of 
Jesus we receive, but the Spirit of 
the Father, by which we cry, Abba, 
or God is my Father; unless it be 


as Dr. Bullinger has stated in his 
argument which is as follows: 

The Spirit of Christ, Rom, 8:9 

“Now if any man have _ not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of His.” 
Both the A. V. and R. V. print the 
word “spirit” with a capital “S,” 
as though it meant the Person of 
the Holy Spirit; and most com- 
mentators so interpret it. 

But “pneuma Christou” is a 
remarkable expression. First, there 
is no article, “the,” either before 
“Spirit” or “Christ;” and, secondly 
this combination of the two words 
occurs nowhere else. (The appar 
ently similar expression in 1 Pet. 
1:2 has the article.) The expres- 
sion is stamped therefore with 
special importance, and no help in 
understanding it can be gained 
from its use in other passages. 

“Pneuma Christou” is, literally, 
Christ-spirit. It is the “‘new crea- 
ture,” or “new creation,” which is 
created by the Holy Spirit in all 
those who are “in Christ” (2 Cor. 
v. 17.) This new nature is called 
‘“pneuma,” or spirit, as opposed to 
that which is only “sarx,” flesh. It 
is said to be “of God.” It is called, 
in the same verse,“‘pneuma Theou,” 
Spirit of God, or Divine Spirit. It 
is spoken of as “Christ in you” 
(Col. 1:27). It is “eternal life.” It is 
Christ in us, indeed; for Christ ris- 
en and ascended is “our life,” and 
this life, regarded in its abstract 
nature and origin, is called here 
(Rom. 8:9) “pneuma_ Christou.” 
The context supports this exposi- 
tion, for the very next verse con- 
tains a conclusion flowing from 
the statement: “If Christ be in you, 
the body (indeed) is dead because 
of sin; but the spirit is life, be- 
cause of righteousness” (Rom. 8: 
10). There must be this pneuma 
Christou in us of the Holy Spirit’s 
creation before He can bear wit- 
ness with our spirits! Hence this 
Christ-life in us is the subject of 
this wonderful chapter before the 
Person of the Holy Spirit is spoken 
of in the 16th verse. 

Paul never speaks of being 
born again,” or being “converted.” 
The pneuma Christou, the Christ- 
spirit in us, implies this, and more 
than this; for being “born again” 
or “converted” is necessary, even 
for the earthly portion of the 
kingdom, the “ta epigeia” or 
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earthly things of John 3:12. 

When Christ was upon the earth 
He was, as He is, the life of men. 
But now that He has been raised 
from the dead and exalted to the 
right hand of God, He has become 
our life in this especial manner— 
resurrection life. And this life is 
pneuma Christou, or Christ form- 
ed in us by the creative act of the 
Holy Ghost, as the hope of glory. 
Christ is called “a quickening (or 
life giving) Spirit’ (1 Cor. 15:45), 
and he that is thus joined to Christ 
the Lord is one spirit (1 Cor. 6:17.) 

So that we find in Scripture: 

1. That God is Spirit (John 3: 
24) ; 

2. That Christ is Spirit, pneuma 
(1 Cor. 15:46); 

3. That the Holy Ghost is Spirit, 


pneuma, and 


4. That our new nature is also 
pneuma, (or spirit) for that which 
is born of Spirit is pneuma (or 
spirit) John 3:6. 

And thus we are told by our God 
and Father’s wondrous grace that 
we are partakers of divine Nature 
(2 Peter 1:4). It is this Divine Na- 
ture which, in Rom. 8:9, is called 
pneuma Christou. (The word 
“pneuma” occurs nearly 400 times 
in the New Testament, 150 of 
which are in the Pauline Epistles.) 
It is a question worthy of serious 
consideration as to what is the 
meaning of the various usages of 
“pneuma.” With the article it is of 
course the Holy Spirit. But with- 
out the article and before Pente- 
cost, what can “pneuma hagion”’ 
mean in Luke 11:13, “How much 
rather shall my Father give holy 
or divine spirit to them that ask 
him?” What can it mean in John 
20:22? Certainly not the Person of 
the Holy Spirit, for He was not yet 
given, because Jesus was not yet 
glorified (John 7:39). 


If Dr. Bullinger is correct, then 
the Spirit of Christ in us as in Him 
would mean a new creation; how- 
ever, it must be remembered that 
Christ is not a. new creation in the 
same sense in which sinners are. 
He was born of the Spirit yet with- 
out sin, therefore, the recreation 
or a new creation in Him would 
not be true in the same sense in 
which it is true of us who are sav- 
ed by grace. It is true that there is 
no article in Greek as mentioned 
by Dr. Bullinger, as to whether this 
may be an error in the apostle’s 
writings or of the copyist remains 
a question. There is another point 
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to which I wish to call attention, 
and it is this, Col. 1:19; 2:9. “For 
it pleased the Father that in him 
should all fullness dwell, for in 
him dwelleth all the fullness of 
the Godhead bodily. In this render- 
ing we necessarily find that the 
fullness of Christ is the exact equi- 
valent of the fullness of the Fath- 
er in which case the spiritual life 
and power of both the Father and 
Son are essentially in accord and 
are therefore one as it is written, “I 
and my Father are one.” John 10: 
30. 

Rom. 8:10 follows to say, “And 
if Christ be in you, the body is dead 
because of sin but the spirit is life 
because of righteousness.” By 
comparing V. 13 it will be found 
that it is the Holy Spirit thru 
which we mortify the deeds of the 
body with the promise that we 
shall live. See also Col. 3:5. The 
spirit becomes life because of 
righteousness. In V. 2 the spirit of 
life is that which hath made us free 
from the law of sin and death. In 
V. 6 we are told that to be spiri- 
tually minded is life and peace. 
Consequently, the spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus as opposed to carnal- 
ity renders us spiritually-minded. 
The whole argument here centers 
around the carnal mind or works 
of the flesh and the spiritual mind. 
The flesh is crucified and offset by 
the Holy Spirit and we receive the 
spiritual mind as a result. 

With these scriptures and the 
present state of argument, we 
must leave the reader to make his 
own decision as to what is the cor- 
rect exposition of the truth here 
had in reference.

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SPANISH MISSION REPORT 
By J. H. INGRAM 

We are glad to report that the 
interest in the Spanish mission 
work of the Church of God is grow- 
ing and that the work itself con- 
tinues to spread, taking on mater- 
ial form everywhere it is properly 
introduced; despite the fact there 
is a shortage of Spanish-speaking 
workers and finance as effects that 
phase of the work confined to the 
U. S. border. 

The Spanish work because of 
the difference in the language, 
manners and customs of the peo- 
ple, generally speaking, should be 
kept separate from the American 
work. 

Since we have several who feel 
called to this work but are lack- 
ing in opportunity, and inasmuch 
as the Assembly has ruled _ that 
prospective foreign missionaries 
prove themselves in some foreign 
settlement in the homeland—22nd 
A., P. 34, and furthermore, since 
no provision has been made for 
the financial support of said ven- 
ture, Iam just made to wonder 
whether or not some of our states 
along the Mexican border, which 
have such a large Spanish speak- 
ing element within their confines, 
would want to invest some of their 
home mission money in this way, 
for while it would be of a foreign 
nature, it on the other hand would 
naturally fall under the classifica- 
tion of “home missions.” At any 
rate, I would appreciate anything 
you see fit to do for us along this 
line, as regards helpful informa- 
tion, constructive criticism, etc. If 
you know of any Mexican missions 
the which may be interested in the 
“Evangelio Completo” (the full 
gospel or gospel complete, literally 
speaking) and the Church of God 
(La Iglesia De Dios), please drop 
us a line. And on the other hand, 
should there be anything I could do 
to promote the general interests of 
the Church and the Kingdom at 
large, please remember I am at 
your service in the Lord. 

New Mission Opened 

It dawned upon the Y. P. E. of 
Long Beach, Calif. to help in fi- 
nancing some mission work among 


the Mexican population of the 
neighboring territory,—a good ex- 
ample for some more of us to fol- 
low—so they donated enough 
money to pay the first month’s 
rent on a mission, and with some 
seats loaned by the church, we 
pitched battle in the little Mexican 
town of Pueblo adjacent to Tor- 
rance, Calif., some fifteen miles 
from Long Beach. We are in a five 
weeks’ meeting at this writing. I 
have set up camp in the little ban- 
quet hall to the side of the school- 
room where we are holding the 
meetings so I can have plenty of 
time for prayer and study of the 
Word, comparing the Spanish and 
English versions of the Bible and 
visiting among the people, praying 
for the sick, etc., between times. 
This is the end of the third week 
and if interest continues to grow, 
in all probability we will soon be 
looking for larger quarters. The 
congregation is made up largely of 
Catholics, with a sprinkling of 
Protestants and one infidel who 
has been coming with his family 
and has been at the altar for pray- 
er. It means a great deal for Catho- 
lics to take a public stand for Je- 
sus Christ in a Protestant meeting, 
but almost always the entire con- 
gregation kneels with us in prayer 
at the close of the services, taking 
their positions either at the altar 
or by their seats, with both knees 
down and both hands up, the ma- 
jority of us on the other hand gen- 
erally put one knee down which 
serves as a prop for our hands in 
which our heads are brought to 
rest (“For their eyes were heavy,” 
Mk. 14:40; “Couldest not thou 
watch one hour?” Mk. 14:37’). 


We have an Italian brother here 
who is a minister of the Gospel and 
has the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
according to Acts 2:4. He speaks 
Spanish fluently and is co-operat- 
ing with us in the meeting. He has 
openly expressed himself as being 
in favor of the Church of God and 
that he was seriously considering 
the question of uniting with us. 
We also have contacted Rev. C. A. 
Hines of Los Angeles. He and wife 
are old friends of Brother and Sis- 
ter Furman and are the founders 
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of the Pentecostal work in the Re- 
public of Guatemala in Central 
America—which is now under our 
jurisdiction—having spent ten 
years on that field. We somehow 
feel that they too will line up with 
us in the work as they are already 
manifesting considerable interest. 


‘Should they decide to cast their 


lot with us we feel that they would 
be a great blessing to the work 
among the Spanish-speaking peo- 
ple. We have calls coming in from 
different parts of California and 
Arizona which we hope to get 
around to in time. 
The Work in Mexico 

As most of you know by the 
press reports, conditions in Mex- 
ico are something terrible and 
growing worse as time goes on, 
with bands of “red shirts” going 
from church to church burlesquing 
the services, making sport of the 
worshipers and often shooting 
down the members, including not 
only men but women and children, 
although they merely offered pas- 
sive resistance, standing in silent 
contempt before the onslaught of 
the godless hordes. Much more 
could be said but let this suffice 
for the time, for in spite of all this 
God is blessing as never before it 
seems. I am just in receipt of a let- 
ter from Sister Atkinson written in 
Spanish, part of which I have 
translated and am giving herewith 
for the benefit of our readers. 

“Dear Brother in the Lord Jesus: 
I have before me your letter of 
Nov. 20th, which caused me much 
pleasure: first, because you say 
that the Lord is blessing the 
Church; second, because I see that 
you already write very good Span- 
ish. I rejoiced in reading the let- 
ters which you sent from the 
brethren in Guatemala. We are 
praying that God will bless greatly 
not only in those regions but in all 
the world. 

“As we have new administrators 
and employees in the Post Office, 
I trust that this will arrive at your 
hands without difficulty. And with 
pleasure I report that all social 
classes are much more interested 
than before and I wish you would 
translate this report in order that 
it may be published in the Evangel. 
In the two months since I have re- 
turned twenty-three have been 
saved, thirteen sanctified, seven 
filled with the Holy Ghost and four 
baptized in water. We have each of 
the services in the country at dif- 
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ferent places, because in the 
houses it is impossible for there is 
much vigilance. We depart from 
the main roads with those going 
before throwing branches from 
the trees in the path which serve 
as guides for those coming after 
to the place of meeting. These 
journeys have proven hard for tne 
women, but up until now the Lore 
has given strength through His 
great mercy and has protected us 
and kept us from falling into the 
nands of the enemy.” 

Note: A later report states that 
vuhers have since received the Holy 
Ghost. 


In Guatemala 


keports from Guatemala show 
that the work there continues to 
grow and take on new life. Broth- 
er C. T. Furman and wife, our mis- 
sionaries to that field, sailed from 
the Long Beach-Los Angeles Har- 
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Long Beach church went aboard 
ship and spent some time with 
them before they sailed, holding a 
short farewell service in the cabin. 
The writer hopes to join them in 
the near future in going over the 
work there, and. also _ penetrate 
other Central American republics 
if at all possible. Please pray that 
sufficient money will come in to 
finance this trip and that God, 
above all things, will give us ‘grace 
and wisdom to go about this work. 
This is largely a three “G” proposi- 
tion (G.G.G.); namely, grit, grace 
and greenback. If I furnish the grit 
and you good folks furnish the 
greenback, I am sure we can de- 
pend on God for the grace.
